Priority 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file.

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or In public 
use or on sale in,this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

5. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Dempsey (GB 2285135). Dempsey discloses a response system for detecting, locating 
and responding to a person with a potential emergency medical condition (see 
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Abstract). Dempsey discloses a processor 22 arranged to provide the current position 
of the patient to an EMS site when the medical monitor 15 detects a potential medical 
condition. The monitor includes a sensor to acquire a signal related to the physiological 
condition of the patient, such as an EGG signal, a glucose level, or brainwave activity, 
among others (see page 11). If the output is an EGG signal, analyzer 18 can process 
the acquired signal to establish where in the heart the problem as occurred (i.e.. atrial or 
ventricular arrhythmias) and then send a trigger signal to processor 22 (see text 
abridging pages 14 and 15). The processor 22 can then generate an alarm upon 
receiving the trigger signal to send the current location of the patient, as provided by 
GPS receiver 26, through transmitter 27 (see text abridging pages 20 and 21). 
Dempsey discloses that the GPS receiver (which along with the transmitter is read as 
the PIM device) is portable, and that it also includes a memory to store position 
information that is inherently in communication with the receiver (see page 19). The 
stored position information is considered a dwell position. 

6. Regarding claim 3, Dempsey discloses the use of a terrestrial positioning signal 
from beacon 31 (See page 12). 

7. Regarding claim 12, all processor s are inherently programmed with a user 
interface, at least initially.
